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Embedded  in  America's  puritan  past  is  the  idea  of  entertainment  being  at  best  an 
idle  business,  at  worst  the  work  of  the  devil.  Hence  there  is  still  a  certain  shock  at  the 
idea,  expressed  by  Mortimer  Adler  over  this  station  recently,  that  leisure  is  a  noble 
opportunity  and  a  high  pursuit,  that  entertainment  can  be  the  active  enhancement  of 
perception  and  enjoyment. 

Perhaps  it  was  a  recognition  of  that  quality  of  activity  that  led  the  great  majority  of 
our  sponsors  to  declare  on  the  questionnaire  that  they  listen  to  discussions,  talks  and 
interviews  to  be  informed.  Being  informed  implies  an  active  relationship  —  an  act  in 
the  broadcasting,  a  responding  act  in  the  listening.  One  Solomon-soul  declared  he  wanted 
to  be  "entertainingly  informed  and  informatively  entertained,"  and  a  few  others  disposed 
of  the  question  as  a  quibble. 

If  it  be  a  quibble,  it  is  a  quibble  of  some  consequence.  Entertainment  in  its  best 
sense  is  also  an  active  relationship,  beyond  the  placidity  of  golf  or  the  passivity  of  movie- 
going.  And  the  concept  of  entertainment  holds  within  it  a  good  deal  more  than  informa- 
tion, more  than  education.  Entertainment  is  also  the  pleasure  of  human  company,  the 
enjoyment  of  thought  and  personality. 

Lest  listeners  be  afflicted  with  a  hyperthyroidism  of  the  super-ego  emerging  out  of  a 
dark  puritan  folk-soul  —  be  it  said  there  are  higher  motives  for  listening  than  to  be 
informed.  If  KPFA's  discussions,  talks,  interviews  do  not  entertain  you,  in  the  best 
sense  of  the  quibble  —  turn  the  darn  thing  off!

Goldschmidt,  associate  professor  of  anthropology  and  sociology  at  U.C.L.A.  The  programs  will 
be  broadcast  Mondays  at  8:45  p.m.,  beginning  September  2 1st.
